NEEDED FOR 1972, | 
USDA’S TODD SAYS i 

The over-supply of hurley to¬ 
bacco is still a problem, and j 
another reduction in poundage 1 
allotments probably will have , 
to be made next year, accord- 
ing to Joseph J. Todd, who 
spoke to the Burley and Dark 
Leaf Exporters Association in 
Louisville Tuesday. 

Todd, who is deputy director 
of the U. S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture’s Tobacco division of 
the Agriculture Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, said that 
even though the hurley states 
produce 20 to 30 million pounds 
less tobacco this year than man¬ 
ufacturers use up, the present 
surplus of 1,877 million pounds 
represent; 3.3 years' supply. It 
is generally agreed that supply 
of about 2.8 years is desirable 
to keep the tobacco program 
working best. 

Todd told the tobaccomen, 
“It is apparent that further 
reduction in farm poundage 
quotas must be made. So bur- 
ley growers can expect a re¬ 
duction of 5 percent in farm 
■ quotas for 1972, except that the 
growers of one-half acre and 
less will be reduced only 2)4% 
under the new poundage pro¬ 
gram regulations. 

“We have a long way to go 
to balance supply and demand,'' 
Todd said. 

The association took sharp 
. looks at the ever larger taxes 
being levied on cigarettes by 
1 various states, and said its first 
j job will be to prevent addition 
^ al taxes, and then try to get 
, some of the new taxes remov- 
1 ed. Federal, state and local 
taxes on cigarettes and tobacco 
amounted to nearly $4.8 billion 
* in 1970. 

Gov. Nunn also addressed the 
group and declared that al- 
' hough consumption of cigaret¬ 
tes again is Increasing, there 
is still danger to the industry 

I * from “doomsday politicians” 
and people on “emotional kicks” 
against cigarettes.

FROM — Does fog descend 
or rise from the ground? was 
a question answered by sci¬ 
ence recently. The answer 
said: “Actually fog is a cloud 
sitting on the ground.

Beth are 
made of the same material— 
tninature droplets of water 
suspended in gaseous air.

A. B. Chandler 
to get him out of the governor's 
race on the Commonwealth tic¬ 
ket, a stroke that might pre¬ 
vent a split in Democrat ranks 
in the Governor's race. 

One county chairman has 
died and another is seriously 
ill; thus it is figured that 10 
votes would nominate. So the 
phones are being kept hot day 
and night as various groups 
jockey for advantage. 


The unexpected death of 6th 
Dist. Congressman John Watts 
(D) last week injects a new 
element into Kentucky’s ever- 
tangled politics, and at a time 
only a month before the gov¬ 
ernor’s election. 

Federal laws require that a 
successor be elected quickly. 
Only Gov. Nunn can call the 
election He may call it to be 
held at the same time as the 
governor’s election on Nov. 2, 
or he may call a special elec¬ 
tion soon afterward. 

Meanwhile, the two parties 
must nominate candidates, each 
party following its separate 
pattern. 

Demcrat party laws require 
that the nomination be made 
at a district convention, with 
the chairmen of the 21 county 
executive committees voting. 
The convention is to be called 
by the chairman in the county 
that polled the most Democrat 
votes at the last Presidential 
election, in this case Fayette's 
chairman Steve Banahan. Rep¬ 
ublican county committees will 
pick their nominee.

To do this, Chandler pro¬ 
posed a commission of min¬ 
eral development that would 
operate under one of the 
state's present “important” 
commissions. The commission 
would work with private in¬ 
dustry, state government 
agencies, and state univer¬ 
sities in planning the min¬ 
eral resources development 
program, he said. 

Chandler reaffirmed his 
opposition to a severance tax 
on minerals, stating: “We 
don't need new taxes on min¬ 
erals, we need a climate that 
permits the minerals of 
Kentucky to provide our 
people with new jobs and 
economic opportunities.” 

His three gubernatorial 
opponents all have proposed 
a severance tax on varied 
state minerals to raise addi¬ 
tional revenue. Chandler has 
urged a statewide lottery 
system to bring more money 
to the state. 

Chandler said in the TV 
interview. “We can make 
Kentucky the energy capital 
of the world. We can convert 
coal right here in Kentucky 
to oil, gasoline, and natural 
gas” 

He warned that a seve¬ 
rance tax “would seriously 
handicap the coal operators 
and the coal miners and the 
consumers because if any¬ 
one is foolish enough to think 
that the consumers won't 
ultimately pay this tax, why 
he’s naive indeed.” 

Chandler said he believes 
a severance tax on coal will 
hurt Kentucky coal opera¬ 
tors in competition with other 
coal mining states that have 
no severance tax. 

On his campaigning trip to 
Elliott—in a large van do¬ 
nated for his campaign by 
a Nieholasville businessman 
—Chandler reportedly stopp¬ 
ed at Bruin and joined local 
residents in a game of basket 
ball at an outdoor gcal.
